home asking for jobs!” 


Difficulties. 


Dealing with some of the 
difficulties facing ea the, 
mercial houses here at the pre- 
sent time, Mr. Keawick told fe 
Mission that although British 
traders in China would do all 
they could to help in Enghand’s 
present cridis' dhd work hard 
to stimulate the sale of British 
goods in there territories, “I 
would be misleading our guests 
if I indicated any great -pros- 
pects in this market;  ex- 
chunge and import restrictiona 
make this impossible at pre- 
sent.” 

He added, however; “What 
ja even more important, we 
will endeavour by every means 
to rehabilitate our great trad- 
ing machine on the China coast, 
so that the resulta of ‘banking, 
shipping, manufacturing “and 
other local. enterprises may 
bring grist to England's mill.
